How can the government nail a 
gambler or racketeer who cheats j 
on his tax return by concealing I 
his real income? 
The job ol detecting fraud and 
then getting evidence to prove it 
is entirely up to the agents of the 
Internal Revenus Bureau. 
They may be 
suspicious of a j 
man and start an 
investigation 
on their own. Or maybe an in. 
former puts them on the trail. 
They check on his bank accounts 
and the money he’s been spend­ 
ing around, such as on homes, 
cars, jewelry, or business. 
Of course, if he puts his 
con­ 
cealed income in a strong box in 
his attic and doesn’t spend any of 
it, that makes the detective work j 
tough. 
And he makes it tough for the 
agents if he spreads his money J 
around in bank deposits or invest- > 
ments by using 
"dummies” 
to 
hide his identity. 
This is an 
example of how a I 
gambler can conceal his real in- j 
come. He hires expert account­ 
ants. They take care of his books J 
every night. 
And they can do it in a legal- 
looking way because they enter I 
just the money he pushes over to 
them when the joint closes every 
night. 
What they 
don’t enter, 
and 
don’t have to see, is the bundle 
of money he rammed 
into his 
pockets before he tossed the rest 
of the night’s take over to them. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau, 
which collects everyone’s income 
taxes, recently was lashed by the 
Senate’s crime investigating com­ 
mittee. 
In a report the committee sug­ 
gested the bureau wasn’t active 
enough in running down fraud by 
racketeers and gamblers. 
When the bureau’s agents think 
they have enough evidence, they 
turn it over to the government’s 
lawyers in the justice department 
for prosecution. 
These lawyers, who have noth­ 
ing to do with starting investiga­ 
tions, handle the cases given them 
by the bureau.

By adopting the consti­ 
tutional amendment limiting the tenure of 
any president to two terms, three-fourths of 
our states have indicated their belief that 
the one exception in American history to 
this previously unwritten rule was unfortu­ 
nate.

will be legally entitled to do so. If he does, 
he will be flying in the face of the Demo­ 
cratic Party’s historic position prior to the 
cam paign of 1940. Back in 1912, when Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt was a third-party candidate 
against Wilson and Taft, the Democrats as­ 
serted that TR should be defeated because 
he was really a third-term candidate, hav­ 
ing served for some three and one half years 
after the assassination of President McKin­ 
ley and then four years by virtue of his own 
election.

CaseofSei Fujii vs California 


It is often contended that the 
existence of the United Nations 
in no m anner affects the internal 
affairs of the American nation. 
The case of Sei Fujii vs. the state 
of California, howe\ er, has been 
decided to the contrary. In that 
case, Justice Emmet H. Wilson 
decided that an existing law of 
a state is unenforceable because 
of the United Nations charter. 
It 
does 
not 
m atter whether 
this 
particular 
law is good 
or 
bad: that is 
a 
m atter for 
the 
people of 
the 
state 
of 
Cali­ 
fornia to decide 
in their legisla­ 
ture. Surely, the 
people of Cali­ 
fornia did 
not 
realize that their Sovereignty was 
being impaired when the confer­ 
ence to w rite the United Nations 
charter met at San francisco. 
Involved in this case was the 
alien land law. The constitution­ 
ality of this law has been attack­ 
ed for nearly 30 years, but, ex­ 
cept for a few provisions not re­ 
lating to the right of an alien to 
own land, such attacks failed. The 
United States suprem e court sus­ 
tained provisions sim ilar to |he 
California act in the constitution 
of the state of Washington. 
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Justice Wilson says in his deci­ 
sion: 
“In the period of thirty years 
since the alien land law was a- 
dopted we have revised our opin­ 
ions concerning the rights of other 
peoples. Out of the travel of 
World War II came the concept of 
‘respect for human rights and for 
fundam ental 
freedoms 
for all 
without distinction as to race, sex, 
language, or religion’ as expressed 
in the charter of the United Na­ 
tions.” 
So, the United States having in 
conformity with this sentim ent 
duly signed and ratified the chart­ 
er of the United Nations, the 
state of California is deprived 
of a law which its legislature 
passed and 
which the 
United 
States supreme court was upheld. 
Even the sentim ents of this chart­ 
er are recognized by the court 
as binding law. 
The learned Justice Wilson cor­ 
rectly contended: 
“The charter has become ‘the 
suprem e law of the land: and the 
judges in every state shall be 
bound thereby, any Thing In the 
constitution or laws of any state 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 
V. S. const., art. VI, sec. 2. The 
position of this country in the 
family of nations forbids traffick­ 
ing in innocuous generalities but 
demands that every state in the 
I union accept and act upon the 
charter according to its plain 
J language and its unm istakable 
purpose and intent.’* 
So ti ap judge reads “its plain 
language and its unm istakable 
purpose and intent” and expati­ 
ates upon them for a couple of 
thousand words, coming up with 
this strictly obiter dicta, as the 
lawyers put it: 
“D em ocracy provides a w ay of 
life th at is helpful: however its 
prom ises of hum an betterm ent are 
but vain expressions of hope u n ­ 
less ideals of justice and equity 
are put ioto practice am ong gov - 
ernm ents, and as well betw een

I U tter liked that California 
land law and am not defending 
its principles. It begs the question 
to start an argum ent about that. 
What this decision says is that 
no state in the United States, or 
the Congress of the United States, 
may enact a law, of w hatever 
urgency 
or 
importance, which 
can, by w hatever rationalization 
be interpreted to contravene the 
charter of the United Nations. 
No American realized, when the 
document was signed, to wha' 
extent it could or would be used 
to weaken American sovereignty
